Washington. April 19.—The Demo­ 
crats and the Republican insurgents 
rode roughshod over the house leaders 
j yesterday when the voting began on 
| the Cuban reciprocity bill. They over- 
I threw the ruling of the chair in com­ 
mittee of the whole on the question 
of the germaneness of an amendment 
to remove the differential from refined 
sugar during the existence of the rec­ 
iprocity agreement provided for in the 
bill. The vote to overrule the decision 
of the chair made by Mr. Sherman of 
New York was 171 to 130, Republicans 
i to the number of 37 joining with a 
solid Democratic vote to accomplish 
this result. 
Having won this prelim­ 
inary victory the amendment was 
adopted in committee, 164 to 111, and 
later in the house by a still larger ma­ 
jority, 199 to It 5. 
On this occasion 
64 Republicans voted with th* Demo­ 
crats for the amendment 
The bill 
then was passel by an overwhelming 
majority—-247 to 52. 
Aa analysts of the vote shows that 
124 Republicans and 123 Democrats 
voted for th* amended bill and 42 Re­ 
publican* and lh Democrats against 
It. Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio was one of 
those who voteu against the bill. The 
voting on the bill was the culmination 
of a long struggle which began almost 
w ith the opening of this session of con­ 
gress. and after two we»-ks of contin 
oous debate, daring which much bitter­ 
ness was aroused. Yesterday’s debate 
was of an exceedingly lively character, 
the features being echoes of Thurs­ 
day night's Democratic caucus. 
To 
that caucus the defeat of the Republi­ 
can leaders who sought to pass the bill 
without amendment is attributable. 
Previous to the holding of the caucus 
the Democrats were very much divid­ 
ed, and the opposition of the Republi­ 
can baet-sugar men showed signs of 
disintegrating. Yesterday when it be­ 
came apparent that the Democrats 
would act together the beet-sugar men 
decided at a meeting attended by 32 
of them to take the bit in their teeth 
and overrule the chair. 
As soon as 
this combination was effected the Re­ 
publican h acier* 
realized that they 
would be defeated so far as the re­ 
moval of the differential was concern­ 
ed. a n i Mr. Payne, 
the Republican 
leader, contented himself with warn­ 
ing his beet-sugar colleagues that In 
removing the differential they were 
taking off a bit of protection placed 
in the Dingley bill especially for the 
benefit of the beet sugar producers. 
The Democrats attempted to follow up 
their advantage when the differential 
amendment was adopted by offering 
ihe Babcock bill and other amend­ 
ments to reduce the Dingley sched­ 
ules. but on these amendments the Re­ 
publicans declined to stand with them 
and the Democrats did not press them 
vigorously. 
One of the surprises of 
the session'w as the at empt of Mr. 
Roberts, a Massachusetts Republican, 
to take the duty off hi leo.

fered two amend men s and appealed 
once from the decision of the chair.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Give the roots of trees a deep and 
broad bed of soil to start and grow in. 
In pruning the grape cut hack to the 
third bud, as it is usually the first en­ 
tirely perfect bud produced. 
When winds prevail from any direc­ 
tion, as they usually do, lean the tree a 
little In that direction when setting out 
The essentials In making a good gar­ 
den are rich soil, plenty of manure, 
good seeds, timely labor and a fair sea­ 
son. 
Having the soil in a good tilth and 
planting in straight rows will save 
much labor in cultivating in the gar­ 
den. 
One of the best ways of getting rid of 
moss and lichens adhering to the bark 
of trees is an application of lime white­ 
wash. 
In taking trees from a nursery or for­ 
est preserve all of the roots and fine 
rootlets possible. 
Dig out instead of 
pulling up the tree. 
When the fruit or leaves of any plant 
or tree are eaten by Insects of any kind, 
spraying in good season and sufficient­ 
ly often is the safest and best remedy. 
Gladiolus bulbs should be planted in 
full sunshine, four or five inches deep 
nnd about one foot apart Good soil, 
rather sandy, is best avoiding manure, 
especially if fresh.
